Gaining 6 1-2 per’ cent over ho 
vember, 1929, Atlanta’s postal re- 
ceipts for last month were reported 
Friday by Postmaster Edwin K.

For 72 hours an extremely heavy 
fog has hung over the valley. Peas- 
ants, groping their way through the 
dense clouds of mist, have died in hor- 
rible asphyxiation. 

At first it was believed the casual- 
ties were caused by the choking mists 
aggravating respiratory complaints, 
but the magnitude of the epidemic has 
brought fears that poison gas is re- 
sponsible. 

It is known that great quantities of 
German ‘war waterial are buried 
around Liege, where most of the fa- 
talities have occurred, and some be- 
heve: this to be- responsible. Others 
lay the trouble to some noxious by- 
product of an. industrial works which 
has mixed with ‘the fog and drifted 
slowly down the air currents of the 

ey, Still ethers believe that a 
yalles load poison gas has been 
loosed in some manner. 

Authorities. are working frantically 
to determine the exact cause, per- 
forming postmortem examinations on 
victims and otherwise investigating. 

Panic seized the villagers. They 
fled to the shelter of, their houses and 
in ‘many cases packed in their live- 
stock to save the atlimals from the 
unseen but deadly threat. 

The village of Engis appears to be 
the center of the extraordinary epi- 
demic, with 14 deaths reported and 


the public health committee centering 
its principal investigation there. 
Among the. other fatalitics reported 
are eight at Flamalle Haute, four at 
Flamalle Grande, five at Yvoy-Ramet, 
ten at Jemeppe-Sur-Meuse and seven 
at Othee. 

The ten others thus far recorded 
died in seattered localities. 

Most of the terrified inhabitants are 
convinced that buried stores of Ger- 
man war gas, rémnants of the sup- 
ply dumps concentrated in this area 
during the World War, are respon- 
sible. The victims have. died just as 
did soldiers without gas masks in the 
war. 

Physicians who made 
investigations were inclined to ascribe 
the: deaths rather to the intensely 
cold, wet fog, than any noxious agent.

‘cence from the viewpoints of the 
anatomist, the physiologist, the psy- 
chologist and the sociologist in the 
hopes of discovering knowledge which 
will lead to a finer and happier race 
ol men. 

Present knowledge and _ = future 
hopes were revealed in a meeting to 
hear reports of the recent confer- 
ence of adolescence which was held 
at Western Reserve University under 
the auspices of the foundation. 

It was said that recent studies re- 
vealed the possibilities that the pe- 
riod of adolescence was comparatively 
reeent in human development, that it 
probably came with increased devel- 
opment of mankind and that it was 
probable that the period of adoles- 
cence was growing longer. 

During the meeting Dr. T. T. Zuck, 
of the Brush foundation, said that 
A-ray studies have revealed that all 
lechildren do not reach the period at 
(the same age, but that some devel- 
‘oped ahead of time, others on time, 
jand still others behind time, 

It was pointed out that physical 
studies bad revealed varying rates of 
lgrowth and unequal growth for dif- 
ferent parts of the body. It was said 
it was very likely that future study 
would reveal similar phenomena in 
the field of the mind.

ler, dictator of the national socialist | 
party, Thursday night told Berlin's 
student body that every member in his | 
movement must be prepared to give up 


his life for Germany's regeneration and | 


for recapture of a place in the sun. 

“The sword is the final arbiter,” 
he said, “and from the steel of the 
sword emerges the iron for the plow.” 

In this, his first address in the 
German capital since the elections of 
September 14, he further specified 
what enemies the rising generation 
must chiefly fight. 

“Turn your backs on international- 
ism,” he said, “there is only one God 
on earth besides God in heaven, name- 


ly our fatherland. Wage an incessant 
| warfare against the vice of democracy 


which brings dumbbells to the fore in- 
stead of guaranteeing a selective pro- 
cess whereby personality and ability 
rise to the top. 

“Respect the authority of a person 
of genius and of ability and submit to 
the next highest in authority. Do away 
with the insanity of pacifism and with 
the idea that anybody else will help 


you.’

Fesler was an end and a defensive fullback, backing up the line; he 
was a signal caller, a fine forward passer and a kicker. He carried on 
at least four or five jobs and he handled each one ably. 

The same is true of Dodd, of Tennessee. Dodd might be listed 

as a quarterback, a halfback and a fullback. He ran the team, 

he did most of the blocking, all the passing and all the kicking. 

He was the best forward passer in the country, rated by Dan 

McGugin on a par with Benny Friedman, of Michigan days. He was 

the one kicker who could match Carideo. He comes close to being
